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Admit Observers, 
Eden Asks Russia 


Sends Personal 
Reply lo Letter 
From Bulganin 


Prime Minister 
Forced to Retire 
Because of Illness 


LONDON iw—Prime Minister Sir 
Anthony Eden called on the Soviet 
Union to admit United Nation* ob- 
servers into Hungary in a personal 
reply today to Soviet Premier Nik­ 
olai 
Bulganin’s 
latest letter on 
world events. 
Eden interrupted 
his enforced 
temporary retirement from active 
public life imposed Monday night 
because of illness to answer Bul­ 
ganin’s Nov. 15 protest against 
British and French intervention in 
the Middle East situation. 
"You know our purpose in inter­ 
vening in the Middle East was to 
limit the effects of the conflict be­ 
tween Israel and Egypt," Eden 
said. 
"We called as long ago as No­ 
vember I for the sending there of 
a United Nations force. 
We are 
glad to Java United Nations ob 
servers with us now. 
"The world would welcome Simi 
lar action by the Soviet govern­ 
ment in Hungary." 
Officials said Eden personally 
drafted the reply to Bulganin this 
afternoon despite orders from his 
doctors that he cancel all public 
business and rest. 
Eden had foreshadowed the Brit­ 
ish reply Saturday in a speech at­ 
tacking the "hypocrisy" of Russia 
in condemning the Anglo-French 
Middle East intervention while it 
was using force to crush Hungary. 
Bulganin's letter of Nov. 15 was 
a twojjronged affair dealing with 
the Allied intervention and a new 
Soviet proposal for world disarma­ 
ment. 
Eden, in an unusually short note 
of only five sentences, replied only 
on the point of intervention. 
In-, 
formed sources said consultations 
on a reply to the disarmament 
point were under way in Washing­ 
ton between British, French and 
American experts. 
Eden interrupted a day of rest 
to write the letter in his bedroom 
at No. IO Downing Street. 
Informed sources said there was 
nothing in his condition to cause 
anxiety. The news reassured Brit­ 
ons who feared the prime minis­ 
ter’s illness 
might pose a new 
threat to Britain’s security in the 
Middle East. 
Eden turned over the job of 
guiding Britain during the next 
critical days to R. A. Butler, lord 
privy seal and leader of the House 
of Commons.

Rationing of 
Gas Ordered 
For Britons 


LONDON (TR— Britain today or­ 
dered a return to wartime gaso­ 
line rationing on Dec. 17 to stretch 
its dwindling petroleum supplies 
until the Suez Canal can be clear­ 
ed. 
With three-fourths of Europe’s 
normal supply cut off by blocking 
of the Suez Canal and sabotage 
to pipelines in the Mideast, Fuel 
Minister Aubrey Jones announced 
in Parliament that post offices will 
begin issuing ration books to car 
owners Thursday. 
This move in Britain was the 
first imposition of outright ration­ 
ing in the wake of the Suez Canal 
closing. Other European countries 
had imposed a modified form of 
rationing by limiting supplies 
distributors.

LONDON ap - Marshal Tito of 
Yugoslavia was reported embark­ 
ing upon a second major battle 
with Kremlin leaders today. There 
were unconfirmed reports of Sov­ 
iet troop movements toward 
the 
Yugoslav border. 
On the outcome of the political 
struggle m ay depend the future of 
Soviet Communist Party 
Leader 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and his pro­ 
gram of "de-Stalinization” — and 
Tito’s future as a Communist lead­ 
er. diplomatic observers reported. 
Belgrade 
dispatches said Tito 
was confident he could win such 
a struggle for power. He won once 
before when he dared to defy Jo­ 
sef Stalin in 1948. Tito was ousted 
from the Cominform. the loose or­ 
ganization of Communist states, 
and only recently regained Krem­ 
lin favor. 


Denounces Soviet Stalinists 


The new break with Moscow be­ 
gan on Sunday, Nov. ll when Tito 
made a speech denouncing Soviet 
Stalinists 
for their 
attitude 
to­ 
wards Hungary. He told the world 
that 
a sharp 
division 
existed 
among the Russia* leaders. 
Monday Pravda, the official So­ 
viet Communist newspaper, blast­ 
ed Tito for setting himself up as 
the supreme arbiter of the proper 
roads to Communism. 
It did so 
in language similar to that used 
b> Khrushchev only hours before 
Belgrade reports said Tito, w*ho 
stood up to the giant Stalin in 1948. 
was not expected to quail before 
the new Soviet collective leader 
ship, Belgrade reports said.

eral” leader, and installed a typi­ 
cal puppet regime beholden to 
Ifoeeow. 
It was a terribly unhappy and­ 
ing to out of th# most glorious 
chapters in tho long story of man’s 
guest for liberty. 
In Poland, defiance of Moscow 
oucocadid because it did not go 
goo far. 
Tho government thoro 
hold to Communist linos. 
There 
was no open revolt, no cry for full 
Communist overthrow, no pulling 
down of Russian statues or burn­ 
ing of Rod books.

Russia’s limited forces in Hun­ 
gary began a pull-back as the 
Kremlin talked of withdrawal not 
only there but from Poland and 
Romania. 
Yet all the while Moscow’s coun­ 
cils were divided. 
The peril of 
a free bridgehead reaching to the 
•try border of the Soviet Union 
was deemed great 
Other sate! 
lite would be split and flanked. 
So, as millions of Hungarians 
rejoiced in their breath of free 
air, and Soviet commanders “ne* 
foliated” troop withdrawals, far 
greater Russian forces pounded 
across the border and took a 
stranglehold on strategic points 
At dawn on Sunday, Nov. 4, they 
struck with full armored might. 
The old Russia of Stalin, impos­ 
ing its will with a blow from the 
mailed fist, was reborn in this 
action. 
With 
its 
rebirth 
the 
Image of a Communist leadership 
dedicated to peach and justice 
crashed in the dust. 
Not even the clamor of war in 
the Middle East can cloak the 
evil of tyranny so ruthlessly re­ 
asserted. The United Nations has 
acted to strip off the smiling 
mask and proclaim to the world 
its support for Hungary.

whole world must see the Rus­ 
sians for what they are. 
Hungary’s real emergence ss a 
newly free land may now be long 
years off.

best demonstrated in Colorado 
where in the last election an anti­ 
catholic 
leaflet may 
well have 
tipped the scales in favor of the 
Democrats, which in turn elected 
a Democratic Senate. 
Protestant 
as well as Catholic voters resented 
the leaflet. 
Prior to November 8, few peo­ 
ple dreamed Colorado would go 
Democratic. Ike’s personal friend, 
ex-Gov. Den Thornton, was run­ 
ning for the Senate. 
The Demo­ 
crats had been 
split wide open. 
Ex-Congressmtn 
John 
Carroll, 
Thornton’s opponent, had been de­ 
feated twice before. 
Carroll boars the same name as 
the first American Catholic arch­ 
bishop, The Most Rev. John Car­ 
roll, and is married to a Catholic. 
Carroll himself is not a Catholic. 
But during the campaign, leaf­ 
lets were mailed from near Gun 
nisou, Colo., listing nine 
Prot­ 
estant candidates “who believe in 
and 
will support 
separation of 
church and state and will not ac­ 
cept ordera or directives from 
any 
foreign totalitarian 
author­ 
ity.” Carroll’s na ma was not on 
the list of Protestant candidates, 
and the wording of the leaflets 
was such ai to be timed inferent­ 
ially 
against him, 
as well 
as 
against Stephen L. R. McNichols, 
candidate for governor, Albert T. 
Franz and Edward C. Day, candi­ 
dates for the supreme court, all 
Catholics and all Democrats. 
The circular was unsigned, but 
was traced to Clarence M. Staf­ 
ford, a Republican precinct com­ 
mitteeman who heads the Stafford 
Printing Co. He was investigated 


by U. S. Donald E. Kelley, Repub­ 
lican, 
and 
an information 
was 
filed against him just before the 
election for putting anonymous 
political literature in the mails. 
The leaflet caused such resent­ 
ment among voters of various re­ 
ligious faiths that not only Car­ 
roll, but McNichols, Franz, and 
Day were elected. 


UNLIKE FATHER 


Part of the Democratic victory 
in Colorado was also due to Sam 
Clammer, Jr., Washington attor­ 
ney whose father was long-time 
Republican 
National committee­ 
man. When young Clammer, a 
Democrat, went to his old home 
at 
Fort Collins, 
Colo., to start 
persuading Democratic factions to 
cooperate, his GOP father asked 
him: 
“What are you doing out 
here?” 
“You won’t like it much when I 
tell you,” confessed his son. “I’m 
out to see that the Democrats get 
elected.” 
His father was tolerant. 
Note—-Stafford has now pleaded 
not guilty to three counts in con­ 
nection with the anonymous leaf­ 
let, and awaits trial.

Demos Revoke

WASHINGTON fUV-House Demo­ 
crats have taken away the con­ 
gressional patronage privileges of 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell CO­ 
NY) because he supported Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower in the recent elec­ 
tion. 
No similar punishment was met­ 
ed out simultaneously to Rep. John 
Bell Williams (D-Miss), who sup­ 
ported the candidacy of SUtes’ 
Rights presidential candidate T. 
Coleman Andrews. But there were 
hints his turn would come later. 
Williams 
said 
in 
Raymond, 
Miss., that he would stick to his 
earlier statement that he refuses 
“to be intimidated” by possible 
censure 
within the 
Democratic 
Party. 
Powell, a minister and one of 
three Negro House members, re­ 
fused to endorse Democratic pres­ 
idential nominee Adlai E. Steven­ 
son because he believed Mr. Eisen­ 
hower to have taken a stronger 
stand on civil rights. 
Powell’s loss of patronage priv­ 
ileges already has resulted in the 
ouster of two House employes who 
were sponsored 
by him. 
They 
were identified as Robert Fleming, 
who worked in the House post 
office and Theodore Richardson, a 
member of the Capitol police. Both 
are from Powell’s New York dis­ 
trict, but attend Howard Univer­ 
sity here.

“routine screening process.”

The government agencies are 
not thinking in terms of calling 
up veterans because of the Middle 
East crisis. 
In recent weeks, the military 
services — the Army and Marine 
corps particularly — have been 
sending out letters to their reserv­ 
ists asking whether and how soon 
they could get back in uniform if 
ordered.

Illinois farmers will vote Dec. 
ll to decide if they want to plant 
their 1957 com crop under a soil 
bank base acreage plan or under 
the old type price support pro­ 
gram. 
State allotment figures for the 
two plans have not yet been re­ 
leased, but Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Ezra T. Benson announced 
last week the total acreage allot­ 
ments for the nation’s commercial 
corn area, which includes 894 coun­ 
ties in 24 states. 
If two-thirds of the farms in the 
commercial area approve the soil 
bank base plan, which was used 
in 1956, a total of 51 million acres 
will be authorized planted. 
The 
same base was used in 1956. 
Under the old acreage allotment 
program, the farmers would be 
permitted to plant 37,288,889 acres. 
Price supports under the soil bank 
base acreage program would be 
$1.31 a bushel, or 74 per cent of 
parity; under the other plan, the 
price support would be $1.36 a 
bushel, or 77 per cent of parity. 


Benson Announces Rate 


Benson announced the 1957 rate 
for determining payments under 
the soil bank corn acreage re­ 
serve program will be 90 cents 
per bushel, same as for the 1956 
crop. 
State, county and farm-by-farm 
acreage 
allotments 
under 
both 
plans remain to be determined, 
but here’s the connection between 
the two proposals and the soil 
bank: 
Under the national base plan, a 
farmer would be required to put 
at least 15 per cent of his farm 
acreage allotment in the soil bank, 
in the acreage reserve or the con­ 
servation reserve, to be eligible 
for soil bank payments. 
If the old acreage allotment plan 
is approved, a farmer will be per­ 


mitted to put a smaller percentage 
of his corn land allotment under 
the soil bank and still qualify for 
soil bank payments for the land 
taken out of production. 


Yet-No Vote Form 


A farmer must participate in the 
soil bank to become eligible for 
price supports under the national 
base proposal. 
Under the alternative proposal a 
farmer must plant withih the al­ 
lotted acreage to be eligible for 
price supports, and must reduce 
his planting 
below 
the allotted 
acreage to participate in the soil 
bank and receive soil bank pay­ 
ments. 
The referendum will be in the 
form of a “yes” and “no” vote 
for the soil bank base proposal. 
A two-third majority will be re­ 
quired, and if more than one-third 
vote “no” the acreage allotment 
plan will become effective. 
The national support rate for the 
1956 crop, which was paid under 
the soil bank base of 51 million 
acres, was $1.59 a bushel. 
The 
1957 rate of $1.31 would be 19 per 
cent smaller.
